With tHe transfer of the collecting stations 
rund the island to the contrat of tho Fer. 
den Customs it was supposed the Colony 
{bud geen. tho. lust of illegal attempis on 
ithe part of Chinese rorenue officers ta 
|prey unou the trade of the Colony. The 
evidence. given in a case tricd at the Ma- 
gistracy on Tuesday, however, raises an an- 
pleasant suspicion to the contrary. In the 
ase referred to a junk was confiscated for 
attempting. to. lenve ho berbour at night 
withont 2 special pa. “tad in the evidence 
it transpired that an armed launch, supposed 
to’ belong to the Salt Commissioner at Can- 
ton, lad been seen hovering about and ap- 
purently communicating with the juok ond 
Kinalling to some vesse] ontside tho bar- 
bour litiits, The whole case is sugges- 
tive of villainy. It apyears the cergo of 
malt which the junk was carrying bed been 
wirebased® a day or two before, and in- 
formation of the transaction had presum- 
ably been conveyed ‘to ‘he Salt Commis. 
sioner’s people. There con be little doubt, 
thas thé intention of -tie, owners was to. 
smuggle the salt, andthe cireumstances raiso 
asuspicion that the crow of the juok night 
have been in collusion withthe Salt Commis- 
sioner’s people fo allow a sizure to be, made 
ond share inthe spoilg “There may be some 
other explanution of the cireumsianices, but 
however the ease be turned round it is ini 

ssible‘loput any favourable complexion 
yon Mtr” Possibly the junk people were 
honest enongh according to their lights, and 
ro far from being in ‘callin with the Salt 
Commissioner's people intended to run the 
lt for the benefit of th o owners if thoy got a 
chance. In shat case we must suppose-that 
the. suspicious ooking lauach was_merely 
trying to invéigle the junk out, of* the har- 
bour limits, possibly by an‘offer of towage 
or something of that kind, in drder toinake 
the spizure ; ‘but. ih is ‘so-extrémel y impro- 
tablethat a junk -master’ could be so in- 
veigled, or ‘that the Salt Commissioner's 
yeople Gould have thought that he could be, 
that this theory cannot bgentertained. Ao. 
other and perhaps the-imost, plausible theory 
is that the Salt Commissioner had offered 
more favourable terms for passing tho salt 
than, ‘would have fo be paid if the junk 
passed the Customs station in the ordinacy 
way ; that in fact ho waa trying to underbid 
the regular Customs and # secure the whole 
of the modified duty for his own revenue. 
Whatever the scheme was it was frustrated 
ty the vigilance of the Hongkong Police, and 
the case will doubtless act as a warning to 
the junk interest against sinilar attempts to 
cradethe law in future, The important point, 
howe'ver,-to which the attention of the Go. 
vernment ought'to and‘so doubt will be 
directed is the presence in the harbour of 
the Salt Commissioner's launch. - In the 
administration of the Customs stations by 
the Foreign brauch of the service every con- 
fidence is felt, but if ‘in addition totleau- 
thorised ernisers of that, department we are
